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RE  than  Two  Hundred  and  Fifty  degrees,  diplomas  and  certifi- 
cates will  be  awarded  to  students    completing    courses    ottered 

;  the  yean'  at  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College.  These  graduates 
will  form  a  part  of  the  large  body  of  Alumni  and  ex-students  which 
now  reaches  the  grand  total  of  more  than  Thirty  Thousand.  While 
the  majority  of  these  men  and  women  have  come  from  and  are  now 
located  in  Ontario  and  other  Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
the  records  show  that  students  have  been  enrolled  from  many  other 
countries:  Antigua,  Bermuda,  Cuba,  England,  Holland,  Ireland,  Japan, 
Mexico,  Newfoundland,  Scotland,  South  Africa,  Switzerland,  Trinidad, 
Ukraine,  United  States  of  America,  Wales,  British  West  Indies,  British 
Guiana  and  Australia.  This  large  body  of  men  and  women  is  the 
recognized  product  of  the  Institution,  and  on  their  work,  accomplish- 
ments and  success  the  College  is  judged  and  appraised  by  the  people. 
The  enrolment  of  students  in  the  different  Departments  of  the 
College  shows  a  decided  increase  during  the  last  four  years.  For 
the  year  ending  1924,  the  total  attendance  was  Fourteen  Hundred  and 
Thirty-Nine.  In  1928,  the  attendance  reached  Eighteen  Hundred  and 
Eighty-one,  while  for  1930  the  attendance  was  Twenty-One  Hundred 
and  Two.  When  the  figures  for  1931  are  completed,  another  increase 
will  be  shown.  This  large  attendance  is  evidence  of  the  desire  of  the 
people  to  have  boys  and  girls  receive  training  in  the  Ontario  Agricul- 
tural College,  and  is  a  source  of  gratification,  not  only  to  the  Staff  of 
the  College,  but  to  the  Ontario  Government,  which  has  established  the 
Institution  and  is  generously  furnishing  support   for  the  work. 

To  the  members  of  the  Class  of  1931,  who  are  now  leaving  to 
take  their  places  in  the  various  communities,  go  the  best  wishes  of 
the  Faculty,  Alumni  and  friends  of  the  College  for  success,  prosperity 
and  happiness.

CLASSES  come  and  classes  go — each  succeeding  year  there  is 
maintained  a  keen  but  friendly  and  sportsmanlike  com- 
petition among  the  members  of  the  Agricultural  Option  to  win  a 
place  on  the  teams  that  are  to  represent  the  "College  on  the  Hill" 
in  the  International  Judging  Contests  of  the  year. 

The  judging  teams  from  Year  '31  have  contributed  a  goodly 
share  towards  maintaining  the  worthy  reputation  which  the 
O.A.C.  enjoys  for  turning  out  able  live  stock  judges.  At  the 
National  Dairy  Show  the  Ontario  boys  stood  11th  out  of  25 
teams.  In  this  contest  Harold  Goble  won  a  $500.00  scholarship 
offered  by  the  Holstein  Friesian  Association  of  America  for  the 
individual  man  ranking  first  in  that  breed,  and  was  also  high 
man  of  the  O.A.C.  team  in  the  Competition.

Our  members  have  taken  leading  roles  in  the  Phil- 
harmonic productions,  and  we  have  been  represented  by  the 
Literary  Society.  The  personnel  of  the  College  orchestra  has 
been  strengthened  by  members  of  the  year 

The  various  social  events  held  by  the  year  have  always  been 
of  the  highest  order.  The  triumph  of  our  activities  in  this  line. 
was  the  Hallowe'en  Dance.  The  attendance  at  this  important 
event  of  the  fall  term,  was  the  largest  in  years.  We  feel  we  at- 
tained, if  not  surpassed,  the  standard  set  by  previous  years. 

Professor  Squirrell,  as  our  Honourary  President,  has  earned 
our  esteem  and  affection  by  his  kindly  assistance.  He  has  al- 
ways been  willing  to  give  a  word  of  advice  and  has  taken  a  keen 
interest  in  our  progresss.
